Unless city officials adopt the 
same drastic action that other cities 
have used, and seine coal in transit, 
Newark people depending upon* ccfel 
must shiver until next week. 


To make the situation worse, the 
gas pressure is below normal and 
this fact is making residents uneasy. 


Farmers seeking to buy coal have 


turned down by one dealer who said 
the country people had access to 
wood as a substitute, and that city 
patrons would be served first. 


The company furnishing coal for 
the city water plant has advised Ser- 
vice Director Christian that it has 
only a 5O per cent car supply and 
that this must take care of. lake pri- 
ority shipments, government require- 
ments and coal for utilities.

(Philadelphia Record.) 


There is no reason for a discus- 


sion of war aims in the reichstag ex- 
cept that the Germans who wish the 
war stopped are trying to get the 
chancellor, who is the mouthpiece 
of the kaiser, to accept the reichstag 
esouition for "peace without annex- 
ations." 
The chancellor protested to 


a delegation of German editors that 


was charged with accepting the 


reichstag resolution with a mental 
reservation. 
The peace party in 


ermany does not recognize that he 
las accepted it at all. 


While a large part of the German 


people are desperate over the pro- 
ongation of the war. and want to 
facilitate peace by disclaiming pur-

never give up Belgium or the iron 
and coal districts of France or the 
Baltic provinces of Russia, and Tir-

pushed in the army, where there are

that 
the 
soldiers 
are

Everybody 
in 
Germany knows 


what the war aims of the imperial 


overnment are, and they are the 


war aims of the active and influ- 
intial elements in the German na- 
tion. German writers have been ex- 
plaining 
these aims with 
cynical 


rankness for a quarter of a century. 
They are to appropriate Belgium or 
Holland, or both; to appropriate the 
mineral 
districts 
of France 
and 


ripple France so that it can never 
again rank as a great power: to 
drive Russia back toward Asia and 
appropriate the Baltic provinces and 
a good deal of Western Russia: to 
establish Teutonism in the Balkans 
and extend the sway of William II. 
from Hamburg to the Persian Gulf. 


And the war aims of Germany's 


enemies? 
There are several million 


armed Germans in foreign countries. 
where they have no more right to be 
than an individual burglar or mur- 
derer baa to be in a private house. 
There can be no talk of peace until 
these intruders are driven back into 
their own country. 
Then the ques- 


tion of reparation will have to be 
onsidered by the triumphant allies. 
The German designs on Russia and 
the Balkans did not directly con- 
cern Great Britain, but when Ger- 
many began its war of conquest by 
nvading Belgium and France. Eng- 
and could not. either in honor or in 
safety, hold aloof. We came in much 
ater, when Germany persisted in 
waging war upon our lawful com- 
merce on the seas, and disclosed 
purposes which menaced every self- 
governing country in the world. 


The war aims of Germany are to 


conquer the world, and the war aims 
of the allies are to protect themselves 
and the world from Teutonic domin- 
ation, now or in the future.

Cotton King Again. 


It would seem that the time is 


coming when the United States gov- 
ernment will be obliged to take a 
nand in fixing the price of cotton. 
When it is remembered that cotton 
went begging at 10 cents a pound, 
and that the "Buy-a-bs!-i-of-cotton" 
slogan was used to induce people to 
'save the southern farmer" only a 
short time ago. one naturally sus- 
oecfs that the present price, soaring 
well above 
25 
cents a pound, is 


about as high as it ought to go. And 
vet at a cotton-growers conference 
n N'ew Orleans, the other day. the 
question of putting the price up to 
15 cents a pound was agitated. The 
cotton crop this year is not a large 
one. but the total output, as esti- 
mated bv the government, will ba 
more than 500.000 bales larger than 
hat of last year.—Christian Science 
Monitor. 


BATTERY TROUBLE ELIMINATED 


If your storage battery has been 


properly attended to there has been 
no chance for sulphation. But, sup- 
pose you have owned a battery for 
some time and have acquired virtu- 
ous battery habits, so that you can- 
not vouch for what has been going 
on in your storage battery. And sup- 
pose you observe that the gravity of 
a certain cell is persistently low and 
that you have to add water too fre- 
quently to keep its plates covered. 
Mark that this by no means con- 
victs the jar. You may have previ- 
ously been inattentive or at 
least 


partial with the water ministration, 
as a result the tops -'of that cell's 
plates may have been left exposed 
to the air for a spell, and so the 
plate tops may have become 
sul- 


phated, and the disease has proceed- 
ed downward so as to 
affect 
the 


plates throughout. 
Then, 
if 
this 


evil had progressed far enough, the 
cell would not respond to charging 
and the "gravity" would not rise. 


The cell would become unduly hot 


during charge and would hasten the 
evaporation of water. 
The cause of 


sulphated plates is usually due to 
lack of water kept over the tops or 
plates and battery left standing for 
a long time without charging. 


SULPHATING OF PLATES means 


that a white chalk forms on the neg- 
ative plate which is a nonconductor 
insoluble. However, after years of 
research work a chemical has been 
produced known as Batryvim which 
breaks up this sulphation and re- 
stores the battery to its former ca- 
pacity.
